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GENERAL REMARKS. 


In submitting this our third annual report under the new 
system, we refer with satisfaction to the condition of our 
schools. No one can fail to see the advantages of the town 
system. The money is more evenly apportioned throughout 
the town, and the children in outlying sections receive better 
instruction and more schooling. 

The average length of schools has been twenty-one cade 
three-fifth weeks, and five schools have received twenty-six 
weeks each. We did not have a winter term at the Old 
South on account of the condition of the house, but several of © 
the scholars in that part of the town attended the school at 
the South Village. We also omitted the winter term at the 
Mountain as there was only one scholar to attend. At the 
opening of the spring term there were only two scholars in — 
the Gore and they could conveniently attend the Eaton. As 
there were more scholars in that section in the fall, we opened 
a school there, but did not think it was advisable to have a 
winter term. ‘The schools have been shortened somewhat, as 
we have paid liberally for conveying scholars from remote 
portions, and a larger amount than usual has been expended 
in repairs. 

The schools have generally been successful, and credit is 
due in most cases to teacher and scholars. We would make — 
particular mention of the village schools. We have never 
seen them in better condition. The discipline i in a few of the 
smaller schools was somewhat lax. 

There is a tendency among some of the parents to nteeae 
able criticism. They quickly see the failings of a teacher, 
but rarely speak of their good qualities. This has a demoral- 
izing influence on the scholars. If parents would see the 
highest results from the expenditure of money appropriated 
for school purposes, they should earnestly support the teacher 
in every effort for its improvement. 

Through the generosity of several citizens in old District 
No. 1, land has been purchased for a new school house lot in 
that section. A contract has been made for building a new 
school house which is expected to be ready for Orcup apes as 
soon as August ay
